Puilaoklphia, April 23, 1865, 

Ths 8th Anniversary of the battle oi 
Cerro Gordo was appropriately celebrated 
by the returned volunteers of the Mexican 
war, by dedicating the new bcott Legion 
Monument, erected by the titate iu Glen- 
wood Cemetry, to mark the last resting 
place of a number of their gallant compao' j 
ions who have already "shuffled off this 
mortal coil, "and where they, too, will find . 
their laat earthly resting place. About one | 
hundred and fifty of them were in the 
proceesion, most of them still quite youth j 
ful in their appearance, but deeply tinged { 
with the bronze hue of a Mexican sun. 
They were acoompanied by a large mili- 
tary escort of our volunteer companies, 
forming* very handsoiaedisplay.aud Dr. 
Joel B. Sutherland delivered an appro | 
priate and eloquent oratiou at the Ceme- 
try. 

The U. 8. sloop-of-war St. Louia, com- 
manded by the Captain Ingraham, who 
jraa warmly lauded for hia brave conduct 
in referenct to Kozsta, a few years since, 
it daily expected at this port for the pur- 
pose of being refitted. The Captaiu is 
one of the noblest ornaments of the Navy, 
and it is a pity it does not contain more 
of the name sort. 

Considerable difficulty is found toobtain 
a full crew for the ships setting out from 
this port for the Polar region for the re- 
lief of Dr. Kane, and a fine chance is thus 
open for young men who want a nice, or 
rather, an see birth.

Sir 
Joseph endeavored to make arrangements 
with him to procure from three to five 
thousand men to be shipped to Nova Sco- 
tia under the guise of laborers and after- 
wards to be enlisted and sent to the Cri- 
mea. This Sir Joseph Ilowc is probably 
a descendant of the General Howe who 
commanded the British Army of Invas- 
i ion in the days of the Revolution, and it 
ia a pity he too haa not been arrested and 
I committed for trial with his confederates, 
who superintended the details of the 
scheme. The whole project was a gross- 
ly illegal and audacious one. If, during 
the Mexican war, any officers of the Uni- 
ted States Army had opened recruiting 
offices iu England, we should never haa 
heard the last of it, and they would have 
been fortunate indeed if their punishment 
had been commuted to transportaliou to 
one of her pearl colonies.
